Part  IV.,  “Water  Clauses  Consolidation  Act, 

1897.” 

(1.)  This  is  to  certify  that  “The  Kamloops  Irrigation 
and  Power  Company,  Limited,”  specially  incorporated 
within  the  meaning  of  Part  IVh  of  the  “ Water  Clauses 
Consolidation  Act,  1897,”  on  the  13th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, 1900,  has  submitted  its  undertaking  to  tlie 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  for  approval,  and  that 
the  said  undertaking,  as  shown  by  the  documents  and 
plan  filed,  has  been  approved,  and  that  the  same  is  as 
follows  ; — 

The  construction  of  a dam  in  .lainieson  Creek,  an 
aflluent  of  the  North  Thompson  River,  in  the  District 
of  Yale,  about  one  and  one-half  miles  from  the  said 
river ; the  construction  of  a main  canal,  approximating 
eighteen  miles  in  length,  from  such  dam  along  the 
valleys  of  the  North  Thompson  and  Thompson  Rivers, 
at  a fall  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  feet  from  the 
intake  to  the  point  of  discharge  ; the  construction  of 
certain  lateral  ditches,  with  a view  to  the  irrigation 
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of  the  lands  along  the  route  of  the  canal  in  the  district 
within  which  the  Company  projme  to  operate  ; the 
ac(iuisition  of  seven  thousand  acres,  more  or  less,  and 
their  division  into  small  holdings  to  induce  setllement 
and  the  cultivation  of  sucli  fruits,  vegetables  and  crops 
as  can  be  profitably  produced. 

The  amount  of  unrecorded  water  applied  for  by  the 
Company  is  one  thousand  four  hundred  inches,  to  be 
taken  from  Jamieson  Creek,  flowing  into  the  North 
Thompson  River  on  the  west  side  thereof,  about 
twelve  miles  north  of  the  City  of  Kamloops.  That 
for  general  iri-igation  purposes  the  Company  will  also 
ac(piire  with  the  aforesaid  lands  three  hundred  inches 
of  w'ater  from  Bonnard  Creek,  three  luindred  inches 
of  water  from  Dry,  or  McQueen  Creek,  three  hundred 
inches  of  water  from  Dairy  Creek,  and  tliree  hundred 
inches  of  water  from  Jamieson  Creek. 

(2.)  And  this  is  further  to  certify  that  the  Company 
proposes  to  commence  its  undertaking  by  the  construc- 
tion of  the  said  main  canal. 

(J. ) And  this  is  further  to  certify  that  the  amount 
of  the  capital  of  the  Company  whicli  will  l)e  duly  sub- 
scribed for  the  carrying  out  of  its  undertaking  is 
hereby  fixed  at  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  hfty 
thousand  dollars  ($lo0,0()0). 

(4.)  And  this  is  further  to  certify  that  ten  per  cent. 
(10  %)  of  this  amount  is  to  be  paid  up  before  the  Com- 
])any  commences  the  construction  of  that  portion  of  its 
undertaking  mentioned  in  paragraph  two,  or  exercises 
any  of  the  powers  mentioned  in  Part  IV.  of  the  ‘ ‘ Water 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1897”  ; that  twenty-five  per 
cent.  (25  %)  of  the  balance  of  the  said  amount  is  to  be 
paid  up  two  months  from  the  date  hereof,  and  the  total 
amount  of  the  said  amount  four  months  from  the  date 
hereof.  And  the  dates  within  which  such  undertaking 
and  works  are  to  be  commenced  and  completed  are 
fixed  at  three  months  and  twelve  months,  respectively, 
from  the  14th  day  of  November,  1902.

Extract  from  the  “ Canada  Gazette  ” of  Saturday, 
February  21st,  1903. 

ENACTING  CLAUSES  OF  THE  CAPE  OF  GOOD 
HOPE  “IMMIGRATION  ACT,  1902.” 
Preamble. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Governor  of  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative 
Council  and  House  of  Assembly  thereof,  as  follows: — 

1.  So  much  of  any  law  as  is  repugnant  to  or  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  is  hereby 
repealed. 

Repeal — Interpretation!^. 

2.  In  the  construction  of  this  Act  the  following 
expressions  shall,  unless  the  contrary  intention  appears, 
bear  the  meanings  hereby  respectively  assigned  to 
them,  that  is  to  say  : — 

“Ship”  shall  include  any  ship,  vessel  or  boat  or 
description  thereof,  used  in  navigation. 

“Master”  shall  include  any  person  other  than  a 
pilot  in  charge  or  command  of  any  ship. 

“Prohibited  immigrant”  shall  mean  and  include  the 
following  persons : — 

(a.)  Any  person  who,  when  asked  to  do  so  by  any 
duly  authorised  officer,  shall  be  unable  through  deficient 
education  to  himself  write  out  and  sign  in  the  charac- 
ters of  any  European  language,  an  application  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Minister. 

(i). ) Any  person  who  is  not  in  possession  of  visible 
means  of  support,  or  is  likely  to  become  a public 
charge. 

(c. ) Any  person  who  has  been  convicted  of  any  of 
the  following  offences,  tliat  is  to  say,  murder,  rape, 
theft,  fraud,  perjury  or  forgery,  and  who  by  reason  of 
the  circumstances  connected  with  such  offence  is 
deemed  by  the  Minister  to  be  an  undesirable. 

{(1.)  Any  person  who  is  a lunatic  within  the  meaning 
of  the  second  section  of  the  “Lunacy  Act,  1897. 

(e. ) Any  person,  male  or  female,  who  lives  on  or 
knowingly  receives  any  part  of  the  proceeds  of  prosti- 
tution. 

(/.)  -^^ny  person  who  from  information  officially 
received  by  the  Minister  from  any  Secretary  of  State 
or  from  any  Colonial  Minister,  or  through  diplomatic 


channels,  from  any  Minister  of  any  foreign  country  is 
deemed  by  the  Minister  to  be  an  undesirable. 

Exemption  of  certain  persona  from  the  operation  of 

this  Act. 

3.  Tills  Act  shall  not  apply  to  : — 

(a.)  Members  of  Ili.s  Majesty’s  Naval  and  Military 
forces. 

(h.)  The  officers  and  crew  of  any  public  ship  of  any 
foreign  State. 

(r.)  Any  person,  together  with  his  wife,  family  and 
servants,  who  is  duly  accredited  to  tlie  Colony  by  or 
under  tlie  authority  of  His  Majesty,  or  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  any  foreign  State. 

(d.)  Persons  wlio  liave  served  in  any  of  His  Majesty’s 
Volunteer  Forces  in  South  Africa,  and  have  received 
good  discharges. 

(e.)  The  wife  and  minor  cliild  of  any  person  who  is 
permitted  to  immigrate  into  the  (folony  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act. 

(/. ) Persons  domiciled  in  South  Africa. 

{(/. ) Illiterate  European  persons  (unable  to  read  and 
write  and  witliout  visible  means  of  support),  who  are 
agricultural  or  domestic  servants,  skilled  artisans, 
mechanics,  workmen  or  miners,  and  are  able  to  pro- 
duce a certificate  signed  by  the  Agent-General  of  the 
Colony  in  England  or  officer  apjiointed  by  the  Governor 
in  England  or  elsewhere  to  grant  certificates  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Act,  certifying  that  the  person  named 
tiierein  has  been  engaged  to  serve,  immediately  on 
arrival  in  tlic  Colony,  au  employer  therein  of  repute 
at  au  ade([uate  remuneration,  and  for  a reasonable 
period  of  time. 

Part  II.  — PRomuiTrnj  Immigration. 

Prohibition  of  Immvjration  of  Certain  Persons. 

4.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  “ proliibited  immigrant”  to  immigrate 
either  liy  land  or  by  sea,  into  this  Colony. 

Aidinfj  prohibited  immigration. 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  aid  or  assist  any  person 
to  immigrate  into  this  Colony  in  contravention  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act. 

Master  of  ship  landing  prohibited  immigrants. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  master  of  any  ship 
knowingly  to  permit  to  land  or  be  landed  directly  or 
indirectly  from  his  ship  any  person  immigrating  into 
this  Colony  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Act. 

Regulations  by  Governor  to  prevent  immigration. 

7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  from  time  to 

me  by  Proclamation  to  make  regulations  in  order  to 

prevent  any  immigration  into  this  Colony,  contrary  to 
and  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  to 
appoint  officers  within  and  beyond  the  limits  of  the 
Colony  to  carry  out  such  regulations,  and  to  provide 
for  the  removal,  from  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
the  Colony,  any  persons  who  are,  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  prohibited  from  immi- 
grating thereto,  and  settling  therein,  and  to  provide 
for  the  temporary  custody,  control  and  accommodation 
of  such  persons  pending  their  removal  as  aforesaid  ; 
and  to  provide  for  the  importation,  reception,  accom- 
modation, maintenance,  registration,  distribution  and 
contractual  engagements  of  persons  immigrating  under 
any  approved  scheme  or  belonging  to  any  excepted 
class,  and  generally  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  and 
intents  of  this  Act. 

Penalty  for  illegally  immigrating  into  Colony. 

8.  Any  person  immigrating  into  this  Colony  by  land 
or  sea  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall 
be  liable  to  be  removed  at  any  time  from  within  the 
limits  of  the  Colony,  and  to  be  kept  in  such  custody 
as  may  liy  regulation  be  prescribed  pending  such 
removal. 

Assisting  in  illegal  immigration,  penalty. 

9.  Any  person  who  aids  or  assists  any  person  in  the 
contravention  of  any  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be 
liable  for  each  offence  to  a penalty  of  £50,  or  in  the 
alternative  to  three  months  imprisonment,  wdth  or 
wdthout  hard  labour. 

Liability  of  master  of  ship  for  landing  prohibited 
immigrants. 

10.  Any  master  of  any  ship  who  lands,  or  allows  to 
and,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  immigrant  from  his 

ship  whereby  such  immigrant  contravenes  any  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  and  the  owners  of  any  such  ship 
from  which  any  such  immigrant  so  lands,  shall  be 
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jointly  and  severally  liable  to  a penalty  of  £100,  and 
to  a further  penalty  of  £20  for  each  such  immigrant 
landed  in  excess  of  the  number  five,  such  ship  may  be 
refused  a clearance  till  such  penalty  has  been  paid, 
and  may  in  default  of  payment  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
master  or  owners,  and  by  order  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
be  attached  and  declared  executable  in  satisfaction  of 
any  writ  issued  for  the  recovery  of  such  penaltj^ ; pro- 
vided that  in  lieu  of  granting  such  order,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Court  to  accept  such  security  for  the 
payment  of  such  penalty  as  may  apppear  to  be  ade- 
quate. 

Ptnalty  for  false  statements  made  to  obtain  certificates. 

11.  Any  person  wilfully  making  any  false  statement 
in  order  to  obtain  any  certificate  or  recommendation 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  shall  on  conviction  be 
liable  to  a fine  of  not  exceeding  £50,  or  to  imprisonment 
without  the  option  of  a fine,  and  with  or  without  hard 
labour  for  a period  not  exceeding  six  months  in  addition 
to  removal  from  the  Colony. 

Penalty  for  entering  into  fictitious  contracts  to  evade  Act. 

12.  Any  person  entering  into  any  contract  in  the 
capacity  of  employer,  with  any  persons  at  the  time 
being  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Colony,  for  service 
or  employment  within  the  Colony,  for  the  purposes  of 
any  evasion  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  or  being  at 
the  time  unable  to  fulfil  his  part  of  the  contract,  or 
who  became  unable  to  fulfil  his  contract  which  at 
the  time  it  was  entered  into  he  had  no  reasonable 
expectation  of  being  able  to  fulfil,  shall  be  liable  on 
conviction  for  each  offence  to  be  sentenced  to  imprison- 
ment for  a period  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  a fine 
of  not  exceeding  £100  and  in  default  of  payment 
thereof  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
to  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Penalties  for  contravention  of  Regulations. 

13.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Governor  to  prescribe 
penalties  for  the  contravention  of  any  Regulation 
made  by  him  under  this  Act,  provided  that  no  penalty 
in  respect  of  any  one  contravention  shall  exceed  a fine 
of  £1(10,  or  in  default  of  payment  thereof  imprison- 
ment with  or  without  hard  labour  for  a period  exceed- 
ing 12  months  or  to  imprisonment  with  or  without  hard 
labour  and  without  the  option  of  a fine  for  a period 
exceeding  12  months.

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
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Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals' 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  wliich  in  its 
openition  would  alfect  the  rights  or  property  of  other

At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills : — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.

of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
I lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  pas.sed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
{see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railw'ay
